Don’t  Neglect  Your  Lawn 
This  Fall 

Even  the  best  of  lawns  will  not  come  through  the  average  summer 
without  showing  some  thinning  out  of  the  turf  and  occasionally  bare 
spots.  Better  results  are  secured  by  attending  to  lawn  repairs  in  the  Fall 
rather  than  postponing  them  until  Spring.  A pound  of  good  lawn  seed 
should  be  scattered  over  every  400  to  600  square  feet  of  good  turf  every 
Fall.  On  thin  turf  increase  the  quantity  of  seed.  The  seed  may  be  scat- 
tered right  on  the  grass  and  followed  by  sprinkling  and  rolling  to  bring 
it  in  contact  with  the  soil.  Bare  spots  should  be  scratched  up  with  an 
iron  toothed  rake  or  dug  up  and  fertilized  before  sowing  seed. 

The  results  of  re-seeding  every  fall  are  quite  noticeable  even  on 
lawns  which  apparently  required  no  attention.  The  turf  becomes  thicker 
and  finer,  better  able  to  withstand  heat,  drought  and  trampling,  and 
freer  from  weeds.  -See  back  covter  of  this  catalog.

Outdoor  Culture. — The  bulbs  may  be  planted  any  time  from  October  to  December.  They 
succeed  in  any  good,  well-drained  garden  soil.  Set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  will  be  3 or  4 inches 
below  the  surface  and  6 to  10  inches  apart.  Before  very  severe  weather  comes  on,  cover  the  beds 
with  straw,  leaves  or  manure,  to  protect  them  from  the  frost;  this  should  be  removed  when 
danger  from  hard  frost  is  past  in  the  spring. 

For  Pots,  Bowls  or  Boxes. — Use  porous  soil  thoroughly  mixed  with  well-rotted  manure  and 
some  sand,  not  omitting  some  drainage.  A single  bulb  will  require  a 5-inch  pot.  Allow  same 
proportionate  space  when  planting  a number  of  bulbs  in  larger  pots  or  window-boxes.  Remove 
any  sprouts  there  may  be  at  the  base  of  the  bulbs.  Plant  the  bulbs  two-thirds  below  the  sur- 
face, water  thoroughly  and  place  in  a cool,  dark  but  airy  situation  until  the  roots  are  well  es- 
tablished, then  bring  to  the  light.  A temperature  of  50  degrees,  gradually  increased  to  60  de- 
grees, will  be  a factor  in  securing  the  finest  spikes  and  brightest  colors. 

For  Glasses. — Use  only  select  bulbs  for  this  purpose.  Fill  the  glass  with  clear,  soft  water, 
allowing  the  base  of  the  bulb  to  barely  touch  the  water.  Place  in  a cool,  dark  location,  letting 
them  remain  there  until  the  roots  nearly  touch  the  bottom  of  the  glass;  then  bring  them  to  light. 
Replenish  the  water  as  it  evaporates,  or  renew  if  it  becomes  offensive.  As  with  pot-grown  plants 
cool  treatment  will  improve  the  quality  of  the  blooms  and  render  them  more  durable.
